Should congress bestir Itself in the 


next few days and pass the joint reso- 
lution sought by the president, it 
would, of course, be quite a feather 
In his cap, politcally speaking, for it 
would place the leadership of the Re- 
publican party in his hands.

3e built. "When the ordinance was adopt- 
ed the council was warned that it; would 
)e effectual only if it were strictly en- 
"orced. 


Has the council heeded this warning? 


'± most emphatically has not. The ordi- 
nance was scarcely in effect before the 
first request for a change was made and 
3ie request was granted. 
Since then 


there have been so many alterations in 
the ordinance that it is doubtful if the 
author of the original would recognize it 
as his handiwork. According to a mem- 
ber of the city planning commission, only 
one. request for amendment to the ordi- 
«nce has been refused. 


The taxpayers have a right to expect 


that the enactment of the city council, 
made after due investigation and with, 
the assistance of expert counsel, should 
tie regarded as more than temporary ar- 
rangement that can be altered to suit ev- 
ery whim or convenience. 
If an ordi- 


nance is worth passing at all it is worth 
enforcing. 
It is true that so compre- 


liensive a piece of legislation as a zoning 
ordinance cannot he perfect in its first 
enactment and later changes may be nec- 
essary, but these alterations should be 
made only after careful investigation in 
which the welfare of the city or the larg- 
est immber is given particular consider- 
ation.

The archeologis'ts are getting pretty 


close to the Tower of Babel, and may 
yet find that pioneer skyscraper. 
At Tel 


El Obeid. in Babylonia, just outside the 
ancient totvn called Ur of- the Chaldees, 
from which Abraham emigrated, there 
has been found the oldest known build- 
ing in the world.

DA, who reigned 4.500 years before 
Christ. 


The fact that the structure has en- 


dured for this vast period, despite all 
the erosion of the elements and the wars 
that have raged through the Euphrates 
valley, speaks for the skill and knowledge 
of the men who built it. The old temple 
is said to move the ancient history of 
Babylonia ba-ck another 1,000 years. It 
also moves back human civilization, whose 
beginnings are receding farther and far- 
ther into antiquity. 


TOO MUCH PRICE-FIXING 


Chairman Thompson of the Federal 


Trade commission gave warning the other 
day at a public meeting in Washington, 
that price-fixing is becoming a general 
custom in the United States, and unless 
it is checked it will wreck our prosperity 
in time. 
!We must change our ways, he 


admonished, or there will be a -collapse, 
like that which followed the Civil war and 
culminated in the reaction of 1873. 


.There is a wide difference between sta- 


bilizing prices through the law of supply 
and demand and basing them on wages 
and income. Prices which are adjusted 
to wages and income are feed artificially 
to meet the buying disposition of the pub- 
lic ; that is, they are fixed to suit -what is 
believed to be the ability and willingness 
of the consumer to pay for goods. 


Tlie main defect in the policy of price- 


fixing is that it is not founded on the 
sound business idea that prices should be 
low enough to stimulate demand for 
goods, but on the profits which may be 
earned from the highest prices the public 
mil pay. The evil operation of this meth- 
od has been illustrated forcibly in large 
cities in the construction industry. 


Attempts to regulate prices by fixing 


them on the highest cost levels has the 
result of encouraging waste and lowering 
quality, and if persisted in the time will 
come when costs cannot be lowered and 
prices cannot be shaded to revive demand.

SEA FOOD IS HEALTH FOOD 


More than half of tho high school students in 


some of our i;).and cities., have been found to have 
simple goitre. 


Not every "enlarged neck" is goitre. 
^ 


A teacher or school nurse is not competpnt"{o de 


termine whether an undue fullness or enlargement 
of the neck is goitre, nor is any one other than a 
physician competent to decide in a given case in 
child or adult whether a goitre is a simple goitre or 
a more serious condition. 
The Iodin treatment 


which is so much employed at present on a mass 
scale for the prevention of goitre among school 
children In the mland__cities and so commonlv re- 
sorted to by way of "norms treatment for simple 
goitre which is already present, may <Jo no harm 
In case the goitre happens to be of the exophthalmic 
or "toxic" type, though the time lost while trifling 
with iodin in such a case is a serious handicap 
which is likely to retard ultimate recovery. Further, 
If the goitre Is of the cystic typo iodin Is quite use- 
less and nothing but surgery can be of avail, though 
fortunately in this third type of goitre the unsifiht- 
liness of the enlarged neck is the main and often 
only symptom. 


We have urged the more frequent us* of sea 


food in the dietary a» a. natural means of supplying 
iodm which the body requires for perfect 
health. 


Perhaps all iodin comes originally from the sea, 
and in nature nearly all of it eventually returns 
to the sea. 
Much of the Iodin (old spelling- was 


iodine) of commerce has been made from sea weed. 
In the past, the analyses of various chemists have 
differed as to the amount of iodin present in sea 
fishes, mollusks and crustaceans, and hence there 
has been pome doubt about tho importance or value 
of sea food as a source of iodinr But these discrep 
ancies were probably due to imperfect or inaccurate 
methods. More recent chemical studies have estab- 
lished the superiority-m lodln-content of these items 
m the dietary. Lobster contains_200 times as much 
iodin as beef or milk; shrimp 100 times as much; 
crabs ard most sea fishes fifty times as much 
These are important facts to be'considered by peo- 
ple living in goiterous regions. They are facts es- 
tablished by chemists of the government. 


The United States Bureau of Fisheries is, I be- 


lieve, the eighty-ninth bureau or department of the 
government to take a whirl at public health ad- 
ministration—as individuals and' aa a nation our 
favorite pastime is advising one another how to 
keep well—we have duly designated officers and 
especially 
trained individuals to attend 
to our 


health, but we all like to opine what really is good 
for it or bad for it, don't we?—anyhow the govern- 
ment's official fishermen have issued' a report on 
this question of sea food, and in the report the fish- 
ermen go Into the subject of goitre pretty thorough- 
ly. 
The Treasury and Interior Departments will 


have to look to their laurels if the Bureau of Fish- 
eries keeps on with this public health work. 
"We 


have no ministry of health in our government to 
correspond with that of the Butish gvernment, but, 
never fear, the public health is barn's guarded. 


By replacing meat with sea fish or shellfish in 


the'dietary two or three times 
each 
week 
the 


amount of iodin ingested can be Increased consider- 
ably. 
This refers to each and every kind of edible sea 


food. Canned sea food has some iodm value—aside 
from, itg ordinary food value which compares favor- 
ably with meat. 


Oysters, crabs, shrimp, 
clams, lobsters, fresh 


salmon, fresh cod, fresh tunny, trout, whiting, eel, 
and numerous other varieties are obtainable In most 
city markets nowadays. 
Smoked herring contains 


considerable Iodin and can be found in the most iso- 
lated country stores. 


Aside from its value for preventing goitre, Iodin 


may be considered far more important than Iron, for 
keeping us generally fit. Unless you're In a very 
poorly conducts^ jail or a mismanaged poorhou«?e 
you scarcely need worry about your iron ration, 
but iC you live far from the sea you had better meet 
the fish market man and get your iodin.

ing is probably no more dangerous 
than other crossings in the city. 
Traffic may be heavier at this place, 
but there Is only one track. Because 
the crossing is diagonal and of ex- 
treme,length, they could not see the 
practicability of gates, but suggested 
than an alarm bell might be of help 
to the -watchman 
DON'T USE BRAINS 
"This crossing is'nt any more dan- 


gerous than any other In town," said 
the crossing- -n-atchman. 
"The only 
trouble is that most 
automobilists
